At this time, the State has halted work on its LTE project for
over 60 days and will likely incur costs associated with the re mobilization of crews necessary to restart the deployment of the LTE
network. Additional state funds will also be expended for tower lease costs associated with the additional antenna loading. The State
will also incur costs for LTE antennas hanging on MSWIN owned towers as well as leased towers, eNodeB equipment sitting in
shelters, LTE antennas housed in warehouses, etc.

Further, should the construction of the LTE network stop, the State will suffer additional financial losses associated with suspending
Motorola’s contract. Because both the P25 and the LTE systems currently under construction are being provided by the same vendor,
cost reductions were realized by avoiding a duplication of efforts.
